
In Article II (Membership), Section 1 (Composition of BAC), modify: 
 
"The membership of the BAC shall consist of 9 members with full standing and up to 10 alternate members."  
 
to  
 
"The membership of the BAC shall consist of 13 members with full standing and up to 12 alternate members." 
 

In Article IV (Meetings), Section 2 (Conduct of Meetings), modify:   

"A majority of members (5) with full standing, including alternates designated as full members for the meeting, shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business at any regular meeting"  

to  

"A majority of members (7) with full standing, including alternates designated as full members for the meeting, shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business at any regular meeting" 

In Article II (Membership), Section 2 (Elections) modify:  

C. Elections: Full members and alternates will be elected by the BAC when vacancies occur. Five full-standing members 
and five alternate members shall be elected in odd-numbered years. Four full-standing members and five alternate 
members shall be elected in even-numbered years. Alternate members may also be appointed to serve in place of a 
member in case of an extended absence.

C. Elections: Full members and alternates will be elected by the BAC when vacancies occur. Seven full-standing members 
and six alternate members shall be elected in odd-numbered years. Six full-standing members and six alternate 
members shall be elected in even-numbered years. Alternate members may also be appointed to serve in place of a 
member in case of an extended absence.  When necessary, the numbers elected may increase or decrease in order to 
maintain the full membership numbers. 

and in Article III (Officers) modify: 

The officers shall be elected by secret ballot of the 9 BAC members. If a BAC member is unable to vote, then that 
member shall designate someone to vote in his/her place. Votes will be counted by Bicycle Program staff, if available. 
The top vote-getters will be elected to the given positions.
